SHOPS PLOUGH ON 


Local retail firms battle to stay open despite snow chaos

BUSINESSES across Pulman’s Country have battled 
the elements and many have said they were able to 
open despite the severe weather experienced across 
the district in the past few days. 

A torrential downpour of snow caused havoc on Monday, 
December 20th, and roads and rail networks across east 
Devon were closed or only partially open. 

However, business owners say they have been working 
hard to ensure they could open up shop throughout the 
wintery weather. 

Jeff Abbot, of Abbots DIY in Ottery St Mary and Seaton, 


said: “We managed to get our first customer in the door at 
8am when we had the really bad snow on Monday 
(December 20th). 

“Obviously we haven’t had as many people as normal in 
the shop because a lot of people aren’t venturing out in 
their cars. 

“There was quite a few people walking in the streets 
though and it was a good atmosphere. 

“We sell shovels and grit so a few people have been 
coming in for that. We haven’t been too badly affected. 

“Our Ottery shop has remained open but unfortunately 
we had to close our Seaton shop on the Monday and then 
it was open for reduced hours on Tuesday (December 
21st).” 

Mark Beckett, of the Honiton Toy Shop, said: “We have 


managed to stay open throughout the snow, and we were 
clearing it away when it really came down on Monday. 

“On the Monday it was a bit quiet in the morning but 
then it picked up a bit in the afternoon. Since Tuesday it 
has started to pick up again.” 

Marcus Hartnell, of New Look News, Harbour Road, 
Seaton, said: “We got on reasonably well when the snow 
came. We stayed open throughout and we were still able to 
deliver the papers, although only just. 

“I was digging out the front of the shop so that customers 
could get in. 

“Our supplies were affected for a while but now 
everything is operating as normal again and we have 
managed to get our supplies of bread and milk.”

Mr Hartnell is also the chairman 
of the Seaton and District 
Chamber of commerce and added: 
“As far as I am aware all the main 
shops in town have been able to 
open.” 

Sid Soanes, of Soanes Cycles in 
Colyton, said his trade had been 
affected on the Monday but when 
the snow started to melt the shop 
had been flat out. 

He said: “On the Monday we 
had one customer and the shop 
was closed for an hour as we went 
out sledging. It was so quiet. 

“From a business point of view 
it has slowed things up 
dramatically. 

“But when the snow started to 
melt on the Tuesday the phone 
rang non-stop with people asking 
if they could get in and pick up 
their bikes.” 

There was an eerie silence in 
snow-laden Axminster town 
centre on Monday morning last 
week. 

Gone 10am, a number of shops 
and businesses remained closed. 

Trinity House, for example, 
closed early on the previous 
Friday, traded on the Saturday but 
was closed on the Monday as the 
majority of staff couldn’t make it 
in. 

The unforessen closures 
obviously affected trade but store 
manager Mark Hankey said 
Trinity House had nevertheless 
enjoyed some “good and buoyant” 
weeks in the run-up to the festive 
period.

A FORMER Hunters Lodge 
resident and his girlfriend had to 
settle for two days in Slough 
instead of 16 days in India 
because of the recent snow chaos. 

Richard Galloway and Leanne 
Evans were set to fly out for a holiday 
on Saturday, December 18th — and 
came agonisingly close. 

They had checked in and were 30 
minutes from departure when told 
they wouldn’t fly after all that day. 

It emerged that their plane wasn’t 
even at Heathrow, but in Brussels. 

Leanne said: “When they checked 
us in, the plane wasn’t there. 

“It was a little bit shambolic and 
false hope.” 

Initial indications were that they 
would fly 24 hours later, but that 
proved not to be the case. 

Richard and Leanne were lucky in 
the sense that they didn’t have to sleep 
at Heathrow as a friend from Slough 
put them up for two nights. 

The couple made a brief return to 
Heathrow on the Sunday, only to be 
given a letter by the airline — 
Kingfisher — saying flights on the 
Sunday and Monday had been 
cancelled. 

The advice given was to phone and 
re-book their tickets. 

Everybody else had been given the 
same advice, so getting through was 
very difficult. 

Eventually, they were offered a 
flight for December 28th — which 
they declined as they would have 
missed too much of their holiday, 
including a pre-booked tour in India. 

After struggling to get back to their 
home in Exeter, Richard and Leanne 
returned in the afternoon of Tuesday, 
December 21st. 

Leanne assessed the situation by 
saying: “We have spent £3,000 in total 
and got nowhere.” 

Instead, Richard and Leanne are 
preparing for a Christmas at home and 


are also pursuing various refund 
claims. 

Richard seemed to take it all in his 
stride and didn’t blame anyone. 

He said: “It has certainly been an 
experience. 

“It is disappointing but no-one could 
foresee what happened.” 


Richard is a self-employed 
carpenter who plies much of his trade 
in the Axminster and Lyme Regis 
areas. 

But Leanne is a teacher, which 
complicates things as her holidays are 
governed by the school holidays. 

Richard said: “You can’t really 


change the dates. I’m self-employed 
and can go when I want, but Leanne 
can’t. 

“I could go on my own.” 

When asked if he would be allowed 
to go on his own, he laughed and said: 
“Probably not.”

PRIMARY schools across Pulman ’s 
Country have scored well according 
to the latest set of primary school 
league tables released by the 
Department for Education. 

The tables were released recently and 
showed that Pulman’s Country primary 
schools achieved higher than average 
results in this year’s Key Stage 2 tests. 

Across England the average 
percentage of pupils achieving Level 4 
or above in both Key Stage 2 English 
and Maths was 73 per cent. 

The top performing schools in the 
Pulman’s View circulation area are Mrs 
Ethelston’s Church of England Primary 
School in Lyme Regis, Stockland 
Church of England Primary School and 
Upottery Primary School. 

One hundred per cent of youngsters at 
Mrs Ethelston’s, Stockland and 
Upottery, who took the Key Stage 2 test 
in English and Maths, scored Level 4 or 


above. 

Stephen Clarke, headteacher at 
Stockland, praised the efforts of the 
whole school and said: “It is good news 
for us and we are really pleased. We 
have been one of the top performing 
schools for four out of the last five years. 

“We are consistently outstanding, each 
year it varies as to which schools are at 
the top (of the league tables) but we are 
consistenly good. 

“Our teachers have been with us for a 
long time and that has meant we can 
build up the quality of our teaching.” 

The top performing schools for value 
added - the measure of the progress 
made by pupils between the ages of 
seven and 11 - are All Saints Church of 
England Primary School, Stockland and 
Kilmington Primary School. 

Christine Channon, Devon County 
Council cabinet member for schools, 
added: “Devon’s schools do well 
academically despite their poor funding 
and that is a measure of the quality of 
teaching and the quality of leadersip and 
governance we have in the county.”

A COTLEIGH woman turned 
her back on a business career 
and opted for humanitarian aid 
instead. 

Pippa Findlay is currently in 
northern Kenya as part of an 
internship with British medical aid 
agency Merlin. 

The 24-year-old holds an 
International Business Studies 
degree from Loughborough 
University, but the cut and thmst 
commercial world failed to impress 
her. 

She said: “I found it hard to be 
motivated by making money for a 
huge multinational company. 

“I wanted to use my project 
management and finance skills to 
make a difference to people who 
really needed it. 

“I had previously spent three 
months volunteering in a school in 
Malawi and this first-hand 
experience inspired me to pursue a 
career in the humanitarian sector.” 

She works as a programmes 
assistant on projects that include the 
training of health workers on the 
prevention and treatment of malaria 
and malnutrition. 

A Merlin spokesperson explained 
that around a quarter of a million 
people in Kenya have been helped by 
Merlin’s projects, including 30,000 
malnourished children. 

The almost constant drought in 
northern Kenya is a serious problem, 
leading to frequent and deadly 
disease outbreaks, which is why 
Pippa is also learning about 
providing healthcare in an 
emergency. 

About her experiences so far, she 
said: “It was great to get a real 
insight into the wonderful work that 
Merlin is doing. 

“I visited a health centre that 
Merlin supports and met frontline 
staff who educate communities on 
important issues like reproductive 
health and hygiene. 

“I also heard some tragic stories of 
mothers and babies dying during 
childbirth.

“That’s why we put so much effort 
into encouraging women to give 
birth in a health centre where a 
trained birth attendant can save the 
lives of both mother and baby if 
complications occur.” 

Before her spell in Africa, Pippa 
spent six months at Merlin’s head 
office in London where she worked 
in the fundraising department. 


She has another three months left 
in Africa and a typical day involves 
anything from writing reports, 
ordering vital equipment and 
gathering data on how the projects 
are working. 

As shops in the UK stocked their 
shelves with festive decorations and 
gifts, Pippa was unsure what a 
Kenyan Christmas will be like. 


She said: “When you work with 
people who hardly have enough 
money for food, let alone presents, it 
does make you wonder why we get 
quite so excited about shopping. 

“If any readers felt the same, they 
could always consider a donation to 
Merlin. 

“Money goes so much further out 
here and when you see what 


marvellous things are done with it, 
you know it’s well spent and worth 
every penny.” 

A stethoscope to listen to a foetal 
heartbeat can be bought for just £5, 
whilst £66 buys a delivery kit for a 
trained birth attendant to use.

THE subtle, underlying themes of 
Jonathan Swift’s classic novel are 
almost completely lost on this 
contemporary adaptation of Gulliver’s 
Travels. 

However, it’s hard for Rob Letterman’s 
film to tread lightly with comic dynamo Jack 
Black in the title role. 

The actor bulldozes through every scene 
like a child, who has been gorging on sweets 
and needs to burn off pent-up energy before 
he combusts. 

It comes as no surprise when the 
Lilliputian court goes up in flames that this 
Gulliver chooses to extinguish the inferno by 
emptying the contents of an extremely full 
bladder. 

And when it comes to defeating the 
Blefuscudian armada, the hero’s generously 
proportioned belly provides the perfect 
protection against a barrage of miniature 
cannonballs. 

Were it not for a brief foray into a land of 


giants that we assume to be Brobdingnag, 
Letterman’s adventure would be merely 
Gulliver’s Travel. 

Unless of course the title is wishful 
thinking that this could be the first instalment 
of a series. 

In truth, it’s hard to imagine this fantasy 
taking enough at the box office to warrant a 
trip to Laputa or the country of the 
Houyhnhnms. 

Lemuel Gulliver (Black) works in the post 
room of a New York newspaper, where he 
pines for travel editor Darcy Silverman 
(Amanda Peet) from afar. 

In order to impress the object of his 
affections, Gulliver blags a travel assignment 
to the Bermuda Triangle. Heading out to sea 
on his boat Notfersail, Gulliver is swept into 
a massive, swirling column of water and 
when he regains consciousness, he discovers 
that he is a giant in the land of Lilliput. 

Feared at first by the tiny inhabitants, 
Gulliver ingratiates himself to King 
Theodore (Billy Connolly), Queen Isabelle 
(Catherine Tate) and their daughter Princess 
Mary (Emily Blunt). 


“I’m from the island of Manhattan between 
the islands of Staten and Long,” explains 
Gulliver, pretending that he is known as 
President The Awesome back in New York, 
serving his people alongside Vice President 
Yoda. 

Mary is betrothed to dull, blustering 
General Edward (Chris O’Dowd). 

She much prefers lowly Horatio (Jason 
Segel) but Lilliputian law dictates that only 
someone who commits a truly heroic deed 
can ask for the princess’s hand in marriage. 

Gulliver’s Travels is bombastic and garish, 
broadly exploring the corruption of a humble 
man before gifting him a chance at 
redemption. 

Black can barely keep a straight face as he 
gambols from one digital effects sequence to 
the next. 

The romantic subplot with Darcy is 
laughable, and not in a good way, but Segel 
is endearing as a commoner hoping to love 
above his station and Blunt, Connolly and 
Tate have fun with their plummy royals, who 
naively accept Gulliver’s tall tales. 

Enough with the Star Wars gags already.

Produced by Tony Jordan, 
scriptwriter behind Life on Mars, 
Hustle and many EastEnders scenes, 
the 30-minute episodes on BBC One 
were shown at prime-time over four 
evenings.

Christmas.org.uk also provides a 
one-stop guide to a raft of Christmas 
initiatives and events, including 
details of the Nativity story on 
Twitter, the Paperless Christmas 
videos and Bible Society Christmas 
Unwrapped video. 


Locally in east Devon our churches 
largely kept to their plans for 
Christmas worship but the weather 
conditions made it necessary to 
cancel certain services and modify 
others especially in the more remote 
areas. And many more came by foot 
rather than drive. 

In the few days before Christmas 
we heard again from our Companion 
Diocese of Cypms and the Gulf that 
the Chaplaincy at Baghdad was 
under further pressures. 

Canon Andrew White, Chaplain at 
St George’s reported that of a 
potential membership of 4,000, they 
had lost some 500 people as 
casualities in recent weeks. He asked 
for prayers for the families who 
suffered, and reported that further 
protection against attacks was being 
provided at their church building, but 
he regretted the fortress nature of this, 
which could well deter individuals 
seeking help from the church in 
future.

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GREAT NEW YEAR CHANCE 
FOR IN-FORM SEATON BOYS

IN-FORM Seaton Town have a 
great chance to start the new year 
by extending their lead at the top 
of the Premier Division of the 
Devon and Exeter League. 

In what is clearly the match of the 
day in the league’s opening round of 
matches in 2011 leaders Seaton make 
the short trip to Exminster to take on 
second placed St Martins. 

If manager Josh Stunell’s side can 
continue their amazing run of nine 
successive victories — they haven’t 


lost since the opening day reverse at 
Thorverton - then they will open the 
gap at the top to six points with two 
games on hand over St Martins. 

Stunell knows that would turn up 
the pressure on their rivals and would 
keep them in pole position to 
complete a remarkable achievement 
of back-to-back title victories having 
only returned to the Premier Division 
this season. 

Of course lose and the race is wide 
open again with everything to play 
for. 

“We are in good form at the moment 
but we know that we still have some 
of the better teams to play like St 
Martins and Sidmouth and they are 
not going to be easy,” said Stunell.

Stunell’s confidence in his team is 
understandable. While the average 
age is only about 21 they end the year 
having never tasted defeat at their 
Colyford Road ground and in 2010 
they only lost four matches. 

Not surprisingly that has bred a 
strong team spirit and a self belief that 
means Seaton Town never know when 
they are beaten. 

“The majority of our lads are still 
very young but they have been 
together for a long time now and they 
have a fantastic winning mentality,” 
added Stunell. 


“Of course there is a different 
pressure on them now being top but 
they had last season in Division One 
so they are used to it. 

“But we take nothing for granted 
because I firmly believe that every 
team in this league is capable of 
beating each other and that goes from 
top to bottom. 

“It won’t be easy to stay top because 
we are there to be shot at but from 
where we are now we have to be 
looking at finishing in the top three. If 
we don’t do that now then we will 
have under-achieved. 

“Whether we can win it, I don’t 
know. But if we keep everyone 
available, avoid injuries and keep 
performing week in and week out 
then we have as good a chance as 
anyone.”
